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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a 
single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-6 and 17, drawn to a method of mapping epitopes, with special technique of 
determining edge weigh of surface neighbor probability graph. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-16, 18, drawn to mapping discontinuous epitopes on a target protein. 

Group III, claim 19, drawn to a method of mapping protein-protein interaction sites, with a 
special technical feature of competing with a second protein for the binding of the first protein. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

With respect to Group II, Applicant recites a method of mapping epitopes. Iniguez et al. 
teach a method of mapping surface epitopes on a target protein. Inguez et al. teach 
providing a solid support, e.g. microtiter dish, immobilzed with IgG antibody thereon 
where the antibody is capable of binding to the target protein, and contacting said solid 
support with a phage library containing random peptides under conditions where a set of 
the probe peptides can bind to the antibody, and subsequently eluting the peptides and 
determining and aligning the amino acid sequence of the bind peptide, and constructing 
the epitopes on said target protein (See J. Virological Methods 1998 Vol. 73, page 175- 
183; Applicant submitted IDS information on 2/6/2006, reference CI; See Abstract; page 
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177, Section 2.3; Figure 1 for alignment). Furthermore, the special technical features 
recited in the Groups are not required by the other. Since applicants' invention do not 
contribute a special technical feature when viewed over prior art of Iniguez et al., Groups 
I-III do not have a single general inventive concept and so lack of unity of invention is 
deemed proper. 



3. A telephone call was made to Mr. Veitenheimer on 12/12/2007 to request an oral election 
to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election being made.
